A  First  One 
For  Old  Arizona 

Southern  California  men  initiate 
members  of  colony  at  Arizona  State 
College  at  Tempe  as  our  111th 
chapter    is    installed   February    16.

SIGMA  Phi  Epsilon  arrived  on  a  campus 
in  the  state  of  Arizona  for  the  first  time 
on  February  16,  1952.  On  that  date,  Ari- 
zona Alpha  was  chartered  at  Arizona  State 
College  at  Tempe  as  the  Fraternity's  111th 
chapter.  The  campus  is  situated  nine  miles 
east  of  the  large  resort  city  of  Phoenix  in 
the  heart  of  the  Salt  River  Valley. 

The  initiation  teams  were  made  up  of  men 
from  the  chapter  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California.  Grand  President  Luis  J. 
Roberts,  also  of  Los  Angeles,  presented  the 
charter.  Other  national  oflBcers  who  partici- 
pated in  the  ceremonies  were  Grand  Secre- 
tary William  W.  Hindman,  Jr.,  Junior  Grand 
Marshal  Paul  B.  Slater,  District  Governor 
and  past  Grand  President  Robert  L.  Ryan, 
and  Field  Secretary  Robert  T.  Bonnell.

Of  these  men,  Ralph  Wilson  had  been 
previously  initiated  by  the  chapter  at 
Georgia  Tech,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

The  banquet  which  began  at  7:00  p.m. 
was  attended  by  the  new  initiates,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  initiation  teams,  the  national 
'  oflBcers  already  mentioned,  alumni  from  the 
surrounding  area,  and  guests  from  the  Col- 
lege. Phoenix  Alumni  Chapter  president 
Stanley  A,  Jerman,  Colorado  Beta,  '23,  was 
toastmaster.  There  were  60  persons  at  the 
banquet  and  approximately  100  at  the  dance 
following  the  banquet.  Each  speaker  con- 
tributed a  major  amount  of  information  and 
ideas  in  the  brief  time  allotted  him. 

Dr.  H.  D.  Richardson,  dean  of  the  college, 
spoke  on  the  many  services  fraternities  per- 
form on  the  campus  and  the  close  harmony 
between  the  administration  and  the  I.F.C. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  campus  was  con- 
tinually growing  and  that  he  hoped  the 
fraternity  movement  kept  pace  with  the 
growth  of  the  campus. 

Grand  Secretary  Hindman  dwelt  on  the 
growth  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  the  fact 
that  although  Arizona  Alpha  was  the  baby 
of  the  campus  he  wanted  to  offer  fair  warn- 
ing to  other  fraternities  that  Arizona  Alpha 
was  out  to  be  and  would  obtain  the  highest 
standing  of  any  fraternity  at  Arizona  State 
College. 

Grand  President  Roberts  touched  upon 
publicity  of  fraternities  and  cautioned  all 
fraternities  that  good  publicity  was  much 
harder   to   obtain   than   bad. 

He  said  all  fraternities  should  work  to- 
gether through  the  IFC  to  further  the  fra- 
ternity movement  on  all  campuses,  and  al- 
though they  were  in  competition  with  each 


other  they  should  not  try  to  cut  each  other's 
throats. 

Junior  Grand  Marshal  Slater  told  of  the 
improvement  of  Arizona  Alpha  since  his 
visit  in  1950. 

Phoenix  alumnus  Arthur  M.  Davis,  D.C. 
Alpha,  gave  a  short  history  of  the  Phoenix 
Alumni  Chapter  and  of  its  relations  with 
Arizona  Alpha.  He  said  that  although  the 
"baby"  they  had  fostered  had  now  reached 
the  walking  stage  the  alumni  chapter  would 
continue  to  help  in  anyway  possible. 

Ira  Wilson  as  president  of  the  new  chap- 
ter accepted  the  charter. 

The  College 

Arizona  State  College  came  into  being 
through  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Arizona  in  1885;  this  ap- 
proved the  establishment  of  a  college  at 
Tempe,  Arizona;  in  1886  instruction  began. 
Successive  acts  of  the  Territorial  Legislature 
and  later  of  the  State  Legislature,  after  Ari- 
zona's admittance  to  the  Union  as  a  state, 
gradually  enlarged  the  educational  base  of 
the  institution  in  addition  to  the  gradual 
creation  of  the  modern,  well  equipped  and 
extensive  physical  plant  that  exists  today. 

There  are  120  acres  in  the  college 
grounds.  The  42  buildings  comprising  the 
main  campus  are  arranged  in  a  most  at- 
tractive setting  with  broad  shady  lawns, 
orange  trees,  palm  trees,  other  southwestern 
floral  and  tropical  shrubs.  It  is  in  these 
facilities  and  in  this  setting  that  approxi- 
mately 4,400  students  now  daily  receive  in- 
struction in  fourteen  different  college  de- 
partmental units,  each  department  offering 
a  major  and  a  minor. 

The  College  is  fully  accredited  by  the 
North  Central  Association,  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Educa- 
tion, the  American  Council  on  Education, 
and  the  Western  College  Association. 

The  College's  official  view  of  fraternal 
life  is  very  favorable.  Through  the  good 
offices  of  Dean  W.  P.  Shofstall,  dean  of 
men,  our  group,  as  well  as  the  other  eight 
fraternities  on  campus,  has  received  in- 
valuable help  and  encouragement. 

The  nine  other  fraternities  on  campus  are: 
Delta  Chi,  Delta  Sigma  Phi,  Kappa  Alpha 
Psi,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  Lambda  Phi  Sigma

(local),  Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  Sigma  Pi,  and 
Tau    Kappa    Epsilon. 

All  but  one  of  the  seven  women's  fra- 
ternities on  the  campus  are  local  but  have 
strong  aspirations  and  ties  with  national 
organizations.  They  are  as  follows:  Beta 
Kappa  (local),  Chi  Sigma  (local),  Gamma 
Phi  Beta,  Gamma  Theta  (local),  Kappa 
Kappa  Alpha  (local),  Phi  Beta  Epsilon 
(local),  Philomathian  (local). 

In  addition  to  the  many  successful  de- 
partmental organizations,  the  following 
honor  societies  are  also  represented  on 
campus:  Alpha  Mu  Gamma,  Alpha  Pi 
Epsilon,  Alpha  Psi  Omega,  Blue  Key,  Kappa 
Delta  Pi,  Mu  Rho  Alpha,  Pi  Kappa  Delta, 
Pi  Omega  Pi,  Pleiades,  Sigma  Pi  Sigma, 
Theta   Chi   Epsilon. 

The  Local  Group 

In  the  fall  of  1949  a  representative  of  the 
Central  Office  paid  this  campus  its  first 
official  visit.  It  was  obvious  at  that  time, 
as  it  is  today,  that  there  was  a  definite 
need  for  additional  top-grade  national  fra- 
ternities. So  as  to  create  proper  local  guid- 
ance for  a  colonization  procedure,  which 
was  approved  by  the  school's  administration, 
an  alumni  association  was  formed  in  Phoenix 
under  the  able  guidance  of  Raymond  Bat- 
ton,  Illinois  Alpha,  '42.  The  group  became 
an  alumni  chapter  on  April  12,  1951,  and 
has  given  a  great  deal  of  time  and  eflfort. 

Thus  in  the  spring  of  1950  a  group  was 
formed  on  the  campus.  It  was  necessary  to 
reorganize  the  colony  in  February,  1951,  at 
which  time  the  Phoenix  alumni,  under  the 


direction  of  Stanley  Jerman,  Colorado  Beta, 
'23,  worked  directly  with  the  Colony  in  se- 
lection of  personnel  and  in  other  phases. 

Finally,  men  of  the  colony  so  well  proved 
themselves  that  the  Phoenix  Alumni  Chap- 
ter, Dean  of  Men  Shofstall,  and  the  Arizona 
State  Interfraternity  Council  recommended 
them  for  a  chapter  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  group  does  not  enjoy  housing  facil- 
ities but  work  toward  that  end  is  taking 
place.  Possibilities  for  a  fraternity  row  are 
being  considered. 

Members  of  the  colony  had  achieved  a 
fine  record  in  the  intramural  competition 
and  in  other  activities.  We  were  second  in 
the  Softball  competition  in  1949,  while  in 
1951  we  finished  third  in  football;  in  1950 
we  had  10  men  in  varsity  football.  In  1951 
two  of  our  members  participated  in  varsity 
baseball  and  two  in  varsity  basketball.

The  College 

The  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy was  founded  on  April  10,  1861,  by 
William  Barton  Rogers,  geologist  and 
natural  philosopher  of  the  University  of 
Virginia.  Boston  was  selected  for  the  loca- 
tion because  of  its  "knowledge-seeking 
spirit  and  the  intellectual  capabilities."  It 
was  the  idea  of  the  founders  to  promote  and 
aid  the  practical  application  of  science  to 
the  arts,  agriculture,  manufacture,  and  com- 
merce of  the  day  and  of  the  future  years. 

In  1865  the  Institute  opened  its  doors 
in  Boston.  Fifty-one  years  later  it  moved  to 
the  Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River, 
where  it  is  now  located.  On  a  tract  of  100 
acres   extending   along   the   river   are   con- 


centrated its  25  educational  buildings,  re- 
search laboratories,  and  administrative  and 
faculty  offices.  In  this  area  are  also  included 
the  resident  houses,  cafeterias,  and  dining 
halls,  libraries,  infirmary,  gymnasiums, 
athletic  fields  and  field  houses,  tennis  courts, 
student  union,  swimming  pool,  sailing  pa- 
vilion, and  boat  house.  The  present  enroll- 
ment is  about  5,000  of  which  approximately 
4,000  are  undergraduates.  The  number  of 
students  living  in  fraternities  is  around  800, 
while  about  2,200  live  in  the  dormitories.

say,  New  York  Delta,  met  for  a  series  of 
planning  conferences  with  the  idea  in  mind 
of  forming  a  Sig  Ep  colony  on  the  M.I.T. 
campus.  Meetings  were  held  during  the  fall 
of  1948  and  on  December  11  of  that  year, 
a  house  on  Newbury  Street  in  Boston  was 
leased.  It  was  on  this  date  that  the  Pegis 
Club  was  first  recognized  by  the  local  IFC 
as  a  fraternity.  From  the  beginning  this 
group  hoped  to  become  a  chapter  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  but  such  action  was  delayed 
by  the  fact  that  the  IFC  rules  state  that  a 
new  fraternity  can  not  have  any  oflficial 
affiliation  with  a  national  fraternity  until  a 
three-year  probationary  period  is  completed. 

On  February  13,  1949,  the  first  initia- 
tion of  members  into  the  Pegis  Club  was 
held.  At  that  time  six  freshmen  and  one 
senior  became  charter  members. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  new  term, 
invitations  were  sent  to  nearly  400  Sig  Ep 
alumni  in  Boston  and  vicinity  to  meet  at  the 
Pegis  Club.  This  resulted  in  the  formation  of 
the  Boston  Alumni  Association,  later 
chartered   as   Boston   Alumni   Chapter. 

After  the  beginning  of  the  new  term  a 
house  in  the  Back  Bay  area  of  Beacon  Street 
was  considered  for  leasing.  To  accomplish 
this  and  to  furnish  and  set  up  the  house 
properly,  considerable  capital  was  required. 
After  a  general  meeting  of  the  founders, 
actives,  and  pledges,  loans  totaling  nearly 
$5,000  were  pledged.  On  the  strength  of 
these  pledges  a  new  lease  was  signed,  ,and 
on  March  25,  i949,  the  members  realized 
one  of  their  largest  hopes,  a  house  of  their 
own.  This  new  home,  a  five-story  building 
with  complete  fraternity  facilities  which  in- 
clude accommodations  for  42  men,  over- 
looks Beacon  Street  on  the  South  and  the 
Charles  River  and  M.I.T.  on  the  North. 

Since  that  time  the  members  have  con- 
stantly worked  to  improve  their  house  and 
to  build  a  strong  brotherhood.  They  had 
looked  forward  to  the  day  when  the  local 
IFC  would  allow  them  to  have  national 
affiliations.  That  accomplished  they  now 
look  forward  to  a  future  which  they  beheve 
will  see  the  growth  of  the  fine  Sig  Ep  chap- 
ter they  want  to  be— a  strong  organization 
which  upholds  the  highest  ideals  which  men 
in  a  brotherhood  are  capable  of  following 
•  as  an  actual  way  of  life.

Culver-Stockton  Makes  It  113 

Century-old  coeducational  campus  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi  at 
Canton,  Missouri,  provides  setting  for  chapter  installation  on  March  15.

THE  113th  chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
was  installed  at  Culver-Stockton  College 
in  Canton,  Mo.,  on  March  15,  1952.  It  is 
only  the  second  national  fraternity  to  be 
installed  here  at  one  of  the  oldest  colleges 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Since  1853 
Culver-Stockton  has  occupied  its  place  on 
top  of  the  beautiful  hill  which  overlooks  the 
town  of  Canton,  Mo.,  the  Mississippi  River, 
and  part  of  Illinois.  The  college  has  a  long 
and  interesting  history,  but  possibly  its  most 
exciting  years  were  during  the  Civil  War 
when  the  Federal  troops  took  over  the  col- 
lege. 

And  now  another  chapter  is  written  into 
the  history  of  Culver,  the  installation  of  the 
fifth  national  social  organization  on  the 
campus. 

The  birth  of  Missouri  Epsilon  came  as  a 
great  climax  to  the  men  of  Beta  Sigma 
Gamma  local.  For  little  did  the  World  War 
II  veterans  who  started  the  local  fraternity 
dream  that  five  years  after  its  birth,  Beta 
Sigma  Gamma  would  grow  important 
enough   to   merit  becoming   a   part  of  the

vast  organization  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

As  the  original  nucleus  of  24  men  grew 
larger  the  desire  for  a  house  also  grew  and 
was  finally  realized  in  1949.  A  large  brick 
house  was  purchased  at  811  White  Street 
in  Canton,  where  18  actives  now  reside.  The 
full  capacity  of  the  house  is  about  24  and  it 
should  be  nearly  filled  when  the  new  actives 
move  in  September.  Pledges  are  usually  not 
allowed  to  live  in  the  house  unless  they  are 
upperclassmen.  All  freshmen  are  required 
by  the  college  to  reside  on  the  campus.  With

the  acquisition  of  their  house  the  Beta  Sigs 
became  leaders  on  the  campus  in  many 
activities.  For  competition  they  had  one  na- 
tional. Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  and  one  local 
fraternity,  Mu  Theta  Nu,  who  both  main- 
tain houses  off  campus.  The  three  national 
sororities  (Alpha  Xi  Delta,  Chi  Omega, 
Sigma  Kappa)  all  have  houses  on  the  cam- 
pus. 

The  days  leading  up  to  the  initiation  of 
the  24  new  members  of  Sig  Ep  were  filled 
with  activity.  The  town  of  Canton  and  the 
surrounding  area  was  almost  as  excited  as 
the  Sig  Eps-to-be.  The  Canton  newspaper 
carried  a  front-page  story.  The  event  was 
also  publicized  in  newspapers  of  Quincy, 
111.,  Hannibal,  Mo.,  Keokuk,  Iowa,  and  over 
KMOX  radio  station.  The  mayor  of  Can- 
ton declared  Saturday,  March  15,  as  Sig 
Ep  day  in  Canton. 

Friday  night,  March  14,  a  group  of  Sig 
Eps  arrived  from  Missouri  Alpha  at  Missouri 
University.  This  group  together  with  the 
initiation  team  from  Missouri  Beta  of  Wash- 
ington University  whose  members  arrived 
Saturday  morning,  efficiently  completed  the 
initiation  ceremonies  in  about  three  hours. 

That  night  a  banquet  in  honor  of  the 
event  was  held  in  the  Canton  Christian 
Church  with  several  distinguished  guests 
present.  From  Culver-Stockton  came  Presi- 
dent Leslie  E.  Ziegler,  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
John  B.  Alexander,  and  Alumni  Secretary 
Anbury  N.  Allen.  Grand  Secretary  William 
W.  Hindman,  Jr.,  John  Robson,  editor  of  the 
Journal,  and  Assistant  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary Carl  O.  Petersen  represented  the  na- 
tional office.  Several  of  the  town's  leading 
citizens  were  also  present. 

Master  of  Ceremonies  was  Phil  Lerette, 
Culver's  line  coach  in  football,  who  was 
witty  and  liberal  with  his  jokes.  Tom  Harti- 
gan,  president  of  the  newly  installed  chap- 
ter, was  the  first  speaker  and  he  gave  a  short 
history  of  the  local  group,  saying  in  con- 
clusion, "This  is  not  the  time  to  look  at  the 
past  but  to  look  to  the  future."  John  Rob- 
son  acquainted  the  audience  somewhat  with 
an  outline  of  the  broad  ideals  of  brother- 
hood as  they  applied  to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
and  the  Journal.  Dean  John  Alexander 
talked  of  fairness  saying  that  it  should  be 
one  of  the  most  important  attributes  of  a 


fraternity  and  it  should  be  exercised  in  re- 
lationships with  other  fraternities,  with  the 
school,  and  with  oneself. 

The  president  of  the  college,  Leslie  E. 
Ziegler,  pledged  his  support  to  the  new 
chapter  as  long  as  it  did  things  that  were 
good.  He  spoke  of  the  beauty  of  the  campus, 
the  loyalty  and  friendliness  of  the  students 
when  he  said  "Spring  doesn't  come  any- 
where like  it  does  at  Culver-Stockton."  The 
toastmaster  gave  a  short  talk  praising  the 
new  initiates  as  few  others  could  since  he 
was  so  well  acquainted  with  them. 

The  Sig  Ep  Grand  Secretary  in  his  speech 
stressed  the  ideals  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and 
its  policy  of  good  relations  with  other  fra- 
ternities. He  then  presented  the  charter 
to  Tom  Hartigan,  president  of  the  new 
Missouri  Epsilon  Chapter.  Following  presen- 
tation of  the  charter.  Brother  Petersen 
formally  installed  the  new  officers  as  fol- 
lows: Tom  Hartigan,  president;  Roger 
Moeller,  vice-president;  Allen  Hileman, 
comptroller;  Richard  Peterson,  historian; 
Arthur  Oldin,  secretary.  After  the  banquet 
many  of  the  Culver-Stockton  men  and  their 
guests  went  to  Quincy,  111.  to  complete  the 
evening  with  entertainment  and  relaxation. 
Unfortunately  not  all  the  Sig  Eps  could  stay 
Saturday  night.  The  boys  from  Nebraska 
Beta  at  Omaha  did,  however,  those  from 
the  chapter  at  Drake  University  as  well 
as  members  of  the  initiation  team  from 
Washington  University  in  St.  Louis  de- 
parted early  on  Saturday.

AU-American  Mark  Workman 


Selected  on  every  major  all- American 
basketball  team,  West  Virginia's  lofty 
Mark  Workman  looms  as  professional 
basketball's    best-regarded    prospect.

Workman,  all-American,  on  his  home  court. 


A  Kansas  Sig  Ep,  Dr.  James  Naismith,  in- 
vented the  game  of  basketball  in  1891. 
During  the  1951-52  season,  another  Sig 
Ep,  Mark  Workman  of  West  Virginia  Uni- 
versity, contributed  as  much  as  any  col- 
legian to  keep  the  game  healthfully  alive. 

To  West  Virginia  Beta's  long  list  of  great 
athletes  at  West  Virginia  University  thus 
comes  perhaps  the  greatest  athlete  in  the 
University's  history.  Mark  Workman  today 
holds  practically  every  record  in  the  book 
in  basketball  of  a  University  whose  great 
powers  have  been  recognized  and  feared  by 
the  best  in  the  great  game  of  basketball. 

For  the  season  of  1951-52  Mark  Work- 
man was  named  to  the  following  all-Ameri- 
can basketball  teams:  United  Press,  first 
team;  Associated  Press,  first  team;  Look 
Magazine,  first  team;  Collier's  Magazine, 
second  team.  In  addition,  he  was  named 
to  all-Southern  Conference  first  team,  shar- 
ing top  honors  with  Dick  Groat  of  Duke, 
both  players  receiving  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  votes  possible.  The  NCAA  also 
named  Workman  on  its  district  squad. 
Helm's  Foundation  selections  for  its  all- 
American  team  are  not  completed  as  of  yet 
but  sports  writers  predict  that  Workman 
will  receive  top  honors.  Big  Mark  ended 
his  college  career  with  a  total  of  1,553 
points. 

In  addition  to  all-American  honors,  Work- 
man was  named  the  Amateur  Athlete  of 
the  year  of  the  state  of  West  yirginia  for 
1951.  He  also  received  this  honor  in  1948 
for  his  last  year  at  Charleston  High  School 
in  which  he  averaged  32.8  points  per  game. 
The  critical  sports  writers  of  the  Metro- 
politan Sportswriters  Association  of  New 
York  City  saw  fit  to  name  Workman  the  out- 
standing player  to  appear  in  New  York 
this  season.  He  received  a  Gold  Medal  for 
this  honor.  Sports  writers  of  BuflFalo,  N.Y., 
honored  Mark  similarly.  These  perhaps  are 
top  honors  for  the  big  boy  for  in  these  two 
cities  the  tops  in  basketball  appear  each 
year. 

Bom   at   Logan,   W.Va.,    on    March    10, 


1930,  Workman  started  his  athletic  career  at 
Charleston  High  School,  Charleston,  W.Va., 
playing  all-state  high  school  basketball  and 
starring  in  track.  Workman's  career  at  West 
Virginia  University  began  in  1948  when  he 
enrolled  as  a  freshman.  Leading  his  fresh- 
man team  through  a  victorious  season  he 
was  publicized  as  the  greatest  prospect  for 
basketball  in  the  University's  history.  Play- 
ing regular  varsity  ball  his  sophomore  year, 
he  was  called  a  flop,  a  galloping  goon,  and 
about  everything  that  could  be  thrown  at 
a  player  whom  the  public  thought  needed  no 
experience  or  seasoning  to  be  a  ball  player. 

Finding  his  form  in  his  junior  year  he 
shattered  many  records  and  scored  50  points, 
48  points,  and  44  points  in  many  games,  and 
ended  up  third  in  the  nation  in  scoring,  and 
was  named  to  Look  Magazine's  third  all- 
American  team;  Associated  Press,  third  team, 
and  Helm's  Foundation,  second  team.  At  the 
end  of  the  1950-51  season  Mark  was  re- 
cipient of  the  Hick's  Memorial  trophy  pre- 
sented to  the  outstanding  player  of  the  Uni- 
versity's basketball  team  each  year. 

Looking  forward  to  another  top  team 
through  the  addition  of  great  players  from 
the  freshman  team  of  1950-51,  West  Vir- 
ginia envisaged  another  great  season  was 
in  the  making  for  her  Mountaineers  and  not 
the  least  for  its  great  6'  9"  center.  And,  in-

deed,  in  that  year  the  Mountaineers  pro- 
duced the  greatest  team  in  their  history, 
losing  only  three  games  and  winning  the 
regular  season  playing  Southern  Conference 
crown. 

Workman  continued  shattering  records 
and  setting  new  ones;  miraculously  he  had 
become  the  game's  greatest  player.  He  went 
over  the  1,500  mark  in  points.  Few  had 
equaled  this  and  the  few  who  had  belonged 
to  the  charm  club  of  basketball.  Leading  the 
West  Virginia  Mountaineers  to  a  100-75 
victory  over  the  Violets  of  N.Y.U.  Mark  re- 
ceived a  rousing  accolade  from  the  New 
York  sports  writers  who  had  before  tagged 
him  a  flop.  Track  comes  easily  for  the  big 
boy,  too.  He  holds  the  disc-throwing  record 
for   West   Virginia. 

Mark  always  has  a  smile  and  a  good  word 
for  his  teammates  and  his  fraternity  brothers. 
On  the  campus  he  is  a  very  good  scholar. 
Majoring  in  recreation  in  the  School  of 
Physical  Education  of  the  University,  he 
takes  an  active  part  in  all  campus  afiFairs. 
Recently  he  was  elected  to  Mountain,  senior 
men's  ranking  honorary,  and  was  selected 
as  a  host  for  Greater  West  Virginia  Week- 
end. These  are  examples  of  extracurricular 
activities  in  addition  to  basketball  and  track. 

Tabbed  by  sportswriters  and  coaches  all 
over  the  country  as  pro  basketball's  greatest 
prospect.  Workman  will  be  a  serious  threat 
to  the  greats  in  the  scoring  column  of  the 
professionals.  Future  plans  for  big  Mark 
call  for  pro  ball  and  later  business  for  him- 
self. 

Mark  Workman  believes  his  greatest 
honor  is  the  Gold  Medal  award  from  the 
New  York  Sportswriters.  "They  are  the 
people  that  formerly  tagged  me  -as  a  flop," 
he  says.  His  biggest  thrill,  he  says,  was  his 
appearance  on  the  Ed  Sullivan  TV  show 
"The  Toast  of  The  Town"  on  March  16.  He 
appeared  in  New  York  with  the  Look  Maga- 
zine all- American  basketball  team. 

So  into  the  history  books  of  West  Vir- 
ginia's athletic  teams  goes  the  record  of  a 
truly  great  athlete  and  into  the  annals  of 
West  Virginia  Beta,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
comes  a  person  who  will  long  be  re- 
membered and  talked  about  year  after  year 
when  basketball   season   approaches. 
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Carolina  Success  Story 

John  Rankin,  outstanding  hospital  administrator,  provides  example  for 
young  Sig  Eps  who  derive  guidance  by  watching  their  brothers'  careers. 


JOHN  Watkins  Rankin,  North  Carolina 
Delta,  '39,  has  made  a  phenomenal 
record  in  the  field  of  hospital  administra- 
tion, climaxed  in  his  performance  of  the 
last  six  years  as  director  of  the  James  Walker 
Memorial  Hospital  at  Wilmington,  N.C.  A 
hospital  official  in  that  city  boasted:  "He 
turned  a  country  hospital  into  a  modern 
medical  center  in  six  years." 

The  record  proves  that  this  is  true,  as 
it  proves  that  this  kind  of  solid  success  comes 
of  hard  work,  integrity,  graciousness,  care- 
fully developed  intelligence,  and  an  under- 
standing of  neighborliness  and  brother- 
hood. 

Just  this  month  Rankin  assumed  a  higher, 
more  challenging  post.  He  has  left  North 
Carolina  to  become  director  of  county  insti- 
tutions of  Milwaukee  County  in  Wisconsin 
and  as  such  has  the  most  responsible  and 
best-paying  job  in  the  county  government. 

As  director  of  county  institutions  and  de- 
partments, which  include  the  county  de- 
partment of  public  welfare,  Rankin  will  be 
responsible  for  the  care  and  assistance  of 
an  average  of  25,000  sick  and  needy  per- 
sons of  the  county  a  month.  He  will  super- 
vise more  than  3,300  employes,  and  will  be 
administering  more  than  60  per  cent  of  the 
total  county  budget.  County  oflRcials  have 
estimated  that  it  will  cost  nearly  28  million 
dollars  this  year  to  finance  the  county  insti- 
tutional  and  welfare   department   services. 

Milwaukeeans  who  have  met  Rankin  de- 
scribe him  as  alert,  intelligent  and  "quick 
on  the  trigger."  The  latter  characteristic  in- 
cludes the  ability  to  make  quick  decisions, 
a  desirable  trait  for  a  man  who  will  be  con- 
fronted with  the  many  and  varied  problems

that  arise  at  Milwaukee  County's  institu- 
tions. 

His  strong  point,  say  those  who  know  him 
in  Wilmington,  is  his  ability  to  make  every- 
one~"big  and  little"— pull  together. 

He  has  the  reputation  in  Wilmington  of 
being  a  hard  worker.  He  knows  his  hos- 
pital inside  out— and  he  appears  to  know  all 
the  answers  to  problems  of  hospital  ad- 
ministration. 

Wilmington  acquaintances  said  he  was 
excellent  at  picking  top  men  for  department 
heads  and  was  strong  in  employe  relation- 
ships. He  is  a  constant  student  of  what's 
new  in  administration  as  well  as  in  current 
events.

Joseph's,  Milwaukee's  largest  private  hos- 
pital. 

One  of  his  achievements  there  was  the 
establishment  of  the  visiting  chief  pro  tem. 
system,  under  which  high  ranking  specialists 
spend  a  week  lecturing  at  the  hospital.  The 
system  has  attracted  doctors  from  all  over 
North  Carolina  to  the  hospital,  many  of 
them  during  vacations  that  they  spend  at 
the  near-by  beaches.  It  has  provided  extra 
training  at  the  hospital's  school  of  nursing 
and  has  been  responsible  for  many  treat- 
ments at  the  hospital  by  visiting  specialists. 

Rankin  also  estabhshed,  with  the  help  of 
the  Navy,  a  naval  branch  at  the  Walker 
Memorial  hospital  to  care  for  dependents  of 
personnel  at  near-by  Camp  Lejeune,  a 
marine  base. 

Rankin  was  born  in  Concord,  N.C.,  May 
11,  1917.  He  received  his  intern  training  in 
hospital  administration  at  Duke  University, 
where  his  father  is  connected  with  the  Duke 
Endowment  Fund.  He  received  his  certi- 
ficate in  hospital  administration  in  1942.  In 
May  of  that  year  he  was  appointed  4th 
regional  hospital  officer  by  Thomas  Parran, 
surgeon  general  of  the   United   States. 

The  region  included  seven  southeastern 
states.  His  duties  were  to  supervise  emerg- 
ency medical  service  in  the  region. 
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He  was  hospital  administrator  at  the  200 
bed  Tuomey  Hospital  in  Sumter,  S.C.,  from 
1943  to  1946,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
James  Walker  Memorial  Hospital  post. 

He  has  a  warm  friendliness,  is  gracious 
and  courteous,  and  is  a  good  conversationalist 
and  mixer.  He  is  5  feet  11  inches  tall  and 
weighs  160  pounds.  He  wears  glasses.  He 
has  a  deep  voice.  He  is  married  and  has 
two   sons   and  one  daughter.

Ralph  E.  Turner,  Iowa  Gamma,  professor 
of  history  at  Yale  University,  and  author  of 
The  Great  Cultural  Traditions,  is  chairman 
of  the  editorial  committee  of  UNESCO, 
which  has  undertaken  to  prepare  a  six- 
volume  "Scientific  and  Cultural  History  of 
Mankind."  He  says:  "The  history  will  trace 
the  diversification  of  peoples,  the  elabora- 
tion of  relationships  among  them,  and  their 
integration  as  a  growing  community,  into 
mankind." 


Camp  Fund  Tops  Goal 


FUNDS  are  still  reaching  the  Central  Office 
for  the  Sig  Ep  Camp  Fund  for  the  1952 
season.  The  goal  set  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  send  161  boys  to  camp  in  1952, 
one  for  each  of  the  undergraduate  and 
alumni  chapters,  has  been  topped. 

In  fact,  the  contributions  thus  far  received 
seem  sufficient  to  send  200  boys  to  camp, 
nearly  twice  the  number  that  were  sent  in 
1951,  when  108  were  sent,  one  for  each 
undergraduate  chapter  existing  at  that  time. 
In  the  first  year  of  the  Camp  Fund— 1950— 
only  84  boys  were  sent. 

For  the  1952  season  a  number  of  boys 
will  be  sent  to  the  University  Camp  at 
Green  Lane,  Pa.,  as  in  the  two  previous 
years,  while  others  will  be  supported  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  Fresh  Air  Camp  and 
still  others  at  the  University  Camp  at 
U.C.L.A.,   Los  Angeles,   Calif. 

Largest  100  per  cent  contribution  has 
come  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
chapter— one  dollar  for  every  active  and 
pledge,  plus  additional  money  raised 
through  special  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
active  chapter. 

By  the  middle  of  April,  15  undergradu- 
ate chapters  had  registered  100  per  cent  con- 
tributions. In  addition  to  the  chapter  at 
Penn,  already  mentioned,  these  included:

Be  Rush-Conscious  365  Days  a  Year 

A  leader  of  the  outstanding  Marshall  chapter  outlines  the  essentials 
of  a  successful  manpower  program  for  the  benefit  of  groups  everywhere.

K  usHiNG  is  the  mainstay  of  the  fraternity; 
■*■*  it  is  the  chief  source  of  manpower."  This 
statement  presents  a  challenge  to  the  enter- 
prising fraternity  chapter.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  find  a  statement  containing  more  truth  or 
reason  for  action  for  any  chapter.  Every  chapter 


should  work  hard  to  make  its  members  "rush 
conscious"  not  only  for  the  few  days  when  an 
all-out  eflPort  is  made  to  secure  pledges,  but  as 
a  year-round  concept. 

When  year-round  rushing  is  emphasized,  the 
men  of  the  chapter  have  more  time  to  acquaint 
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rushees  with  the  fraternity.  The  chapter  learns 
to  know  the  men  who  are  being  rushed.  There 
is  plenty  of  time  for  investigation  from  the 
standpoint  of  both  chapter  and  rushee.  The 
end  result  is  always  a  more  pleasing  one. 

The  fraternity  sees  the  results  of  its  over-all 
rushing  program  when  it  realizes  that  leaders 
and  potential  leaders  comprise  the  majority  of 
all  of  the  pledge  class.  A  prosperous  future  be- 
comes more  and  more  evident. 

Rushing,  to  reiterate,  is  the  backbone  of  the 
fraternity  program.  Interest  and  ambition  are 
required  to  build  a  rushing  program  that  does 
not  give  the  impression  of  haphazard  and  spine- 
less organization.  Add  to  ambition  and  interest 
two  other  requisites,  talent  and  experience,  and 
you  have  the  roots  of  a  strong  fraternity  chap- 
ter. This  is  precisely  what  the  fraternity  needs 
to  look  for  and  utilize  throughout  its  rush  pro- 
gram. 

Prehistoric  existence  was  characterized  by  the 
fact  that  beings  had  no  spines.  In  order  to 
exist  today  we  must  keep  up  with  advance- 
ment. A  challenge  has  presented  itself— it  is  up 
to  us  to  meet  it  successfully.

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Scholarship 

Is  there  something  wrong  with  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  in  ideahsm  or  in  processes  that  places 
us  much  below  average  in  scholarship  in  a 
majority  of  institutions  of  the  country?  The 
records  show  us  in  that  spot!  In  my  work  as 
Chairman  of  the  Scholarship  Commission  the 
past  four  years,  I  have  been  trying  to  find  the 
answers  to  this  question  and  how  to  change  the 
situation. 

During  recent  weeks  some  fine  letters  have 
come  from  a  few  of  our  chapters.  They  tell 
processes  they  are  using  and  in  some  cases  to 
very  great  advantage.  Therefore,  it  appears  good 
sense  to  pass  on  these  suggestions  to  all  chap- 
ters. Here  they  are: 

1.  Use  various  incentives,  particularly  re- 
wards such  as  permanent  plaques  with  names 
inscribed. 

2.  Divide  the  house  into  competitive  teams. 

3.  Assign  successful  upperclassmen  to  those 
in  trouble.  (This  is  good  for  both  parties.  It's 
real  fraternalism.) 

4.  Not  many  rules.  "We  believe  scholarship 
is -a  personal  matter."  (But  what  should  be  done 
with  the  brothers  who  let  the  house  down?) 

5.  We  did  not  repledge  those  who  were 
continuously  low  in  grades.    (Good  sense.) 

6.  Quiet  hours.    (Ditto) 

7.  Study  tables.  (Good  in  some  cases.) 

8.  We  decided  to  "select  our  pledges  with 
an  eye  on  scholarship  as  well  as  other  qualifi- 
cations."   (Good  sense.) 

9.  "We  just  decided  to  do  something  about 
this  question  of  scholarship."  (This  is  the  great- 
est idea  of  all.  This  chapter  went  from  the 
bottom  to  the  top  in  one  year.) 

Why  not  try  some  of  these?  Please  consider 
them  in  a  chapter  meeting.  I  repeat  what  I  have 
said  before,  no  one  can  help  our  Fraternity  on 
a  national  level  except  you.  You  could  decide 
to  do  something  about  it.  Will  you?— U.  G.

Religion    (The  Resurrection) 

One  Easter  Sunday  morning  in  1919  I  tried 
to  preach  to  the  English  speaking  congregation 
of  a  church  in  Tours,  France,  on  the  subject: 
"Proofs  of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ."  The  con- 
gregation was  composed  largely  of  members  of 
the  U.S.  Army,  as  Tours  was  the  headquarters  of 
the  S.O.S.  Division  of  the  American  Expedition- 
ary Forces.  After  the  service,  a  certain  Major 
General  walked  up  to  me  and  said  in  a  very  • 
gracious  manner,  "Young  man,  don't  try  to  prove 
it;  just  preach  it!"  I  thanked  him.  His  advice 
made  a  deep  impression  on  me  and  I  have  not 
forgotten  it.  He  was  preeminently  correct;  for 
there  is  no  fact  better  established  than  the  Resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ. 

Sir  William  Blackstone,  whose  name  is  almost 
synonymous  with  Law,  said:  "No  event  in  his- 


tory is  more  amply  substantiated  than  the  Resur- 
rection of  Christ." 

DeWette,  the  great  New  Testament  critic, 
once  said:  "The  Resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
cannot  be  called  into  doubt  any  more  than  the 
historical  certainty  of  the  assassination  of  Julius 
Caesar." 

When  Neander,  the  converted  Jew  and  church 
historian,  heard  these  words  he  wept  tears  of 
joy. 

Well,  if  we  do  believe  the  fact,  let  us  also 
realize  its  significance  in  our  daily  lives.  Let  us 
rejoice  that  the  Blessed  Easter  Sunday  is  not 
only  a  Memorial  of  a  long-past  and  glorious  fact; 
but  it  is  a  witness  of  the  truth  that  the  grave  is 
always  empty;  that  the  living  are  never  to  be 
found  among  the  dead,  and  that  our  dear  ones 
"loved  long  since  and  lost  a  while"  are  alive, 
and  that  we,  too,  shall  live  forevermore. 

Deny  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus  and  we  make 
life  an  empty,  joyless  nothing;  we  make  Christ 
the  world's  most  gigantic  imposter  and  Chris- 
tianity an  intangible  myth.  Yes,  we  make  man  a 
worm  of  the  earth  and  cause  earth  and  heaven 
to  crumble  and  fall.  We  blast  man's  fondest 
hopes  and  blot  out  of  existence  the  omnipotent 
God  and  leave  humanity  wailing  in  the  blackness 
of  eternal  night. 

It  was  his  faithless  faith  in  the  fact  of  the 
Resurrection  of  Jesus  which  enabled  Victor 
Hugo  to  say:  "The  nearer  I  approach  the  end, 
the  plainer  I  hear  around  me  the  immortal  sym- 
phonies of  the  worlds  which  invite  me!" 

Up  from  the  grave  He  arose; 

With  a  mighty  triumph  o'er  His  foes; 

He  arose  a  Victor  from  the  dark  domain. 

And  He  lives  forever  with  His  saints  to  reign. 

He  arose!  He  arose!  Hallelujah!  Christ  arose!

It  started  one  day  when  a  young  chap  in  our 
[ATO]  Indiana  chapter  saw  pledges  of  one  fra- 
ternity pick  up  stones,  load  them  into  wheel- 
barrows, and  roll  them  over  to  one  side  of  the 
road,  and  then  another  group  loaded  them  back 
into  wheelbarrows  and  brought  them  back  to 
where  they  had  been.  He  walked  into  Dean 
Schwartz's  office  and  asked,  "Dean,  isn't  there 
some  way  fraternities  on  this  campus  could 
utilize  that  manpower  and  put  it  to  better  opera- 
tion?" 

The  dean  threw  the  challenge  right  back,  say- 
ing, "Bob,  you're  pledgemaster  in  your  frater- 
nity; why  don't  you  come  up  with  a  program?" 

Bob  did.  He  took  on  two  or  three  projects  for 
the  Indiana  ATO  chapter.  One  was  bringing  in 
firewood  that  a  truck  unloaded  at  the  end  of  a 
one-mile  road  for  a  family  on  relief,  composed 
of  a  woman  and  several  small  children.  The 
pledges  also  painted  a  community  house. 

This  idea  spread  on  the  Indiana  campus  so 
that  practically  all  fraternities  adopted  it.  It 
then  spread  to  Purdue  and  other  Indiana  schools. 

It  came  out  as  news.  It  came  out  as  editorials. 
Guide  Posts  had  an  excellent  article  which  was 
picked  up  by  Reader's  Digest.  .  .  .  This  action 
has  done  more  to  build  good  public  relations 
than  anything  we  have  ever  done.— John  W.

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"  Evan  J.  Morris,  Penn  Eta,  proprietor  of  the 
Triangle  Book  Shop  on  the  Cornell  campus 
in  Ithaca,  N.Y.,  has  long  been  a  loyal  adviser 
to  the  group  at  New  York  Beta.  Now  working 
on  his  memoirs,  he  has  kindly  sent  the  Journal 
a  sampling.  These  are  titled  "Observations  Con- 
cerning Colleges  and  Universities  by  a  Private 
College  Bookstore  Owner  Over  a  Period  of  24 
Years."  The  first  four  topics  in  his  section  on 
precepts  follow: 

1.  Never  teach  a  subject.  Always  teach  the 
person.  This  is  violated  more  than  any  other 
single  principle  in  college  teaching.  Large 
classes  listen  to  professors  lecturing — some  of 
the  students  fall  asleep. 

2.  The  freshmen  are  tisuaUtj  neglected.  A 
large  percentage  of  the  freshmen  usually  fail. 
The  best  teachers  should  start  the  freshmen 
properly.  Instead,  freshmen  are  taken  care  of 
by  instructors  and  young  graduate  students 
who  are  more  interested  in  getting  their  mas- 
ter's or  doctorate  than  they  are  in  teaching. 

3.  Teachers  are  rarely  promoted  or  rewarded 
adequately.  A  real  teacher  who  delights  in  im- 
parting knowledge  remains  an  instructor,  as- 
sistant professor,  or  associate  professor  for  a 
long  time.  But  teachers  are  the  backbone  of  any 
university. 

4.  Writers  of  textbooks  get  most  of  the  re- 
wards. Let  a  professor  write  a  book— and  lo 
and  behold  he  is  made  head  of  the  department. 
In  reality  he  may  be  fitted  only  for  research  or 
writing  and  have  no  ability  to  handle  people 
or  to  be  a  real  administrator. 

■  The    Laurel    of    Phi    Kappa    Tau    mentions 
three  instances  of  the  chapters  of  other  fra- 
ternities receiving  good-sized  bequests  from  the 
estates  of  alumni. 

Phi  Gamma  Delta's  Wabash  chapter  received 
$65,000  from  an  alumnus,  its  Ohio  State  chapter 
$50,000  from  another.  Alpha  Tau  Omega's 
Marietta  chapter  was  left  $5,000  of  the  estate 
of  an  obvious  wellwisher. 

We  reprint  this  item  for  the  same  reason 
that  the  Laurel  probably  printed  it  in  the  first 
place— for  its  possible  suggestive  effect  on  any 
well-heeled  alumni  who  believe  in  their  Fra- 
ternity as  they  do  in  their  alma  mater  and  who 
are  about  to  draw  up  their  last  wills— or  change 
them. 

■  We  aren't  so  sure  that  our  Journal  corre- 
spondents will  be  impressed  into  action; 
howexer,  we  want  to  present  briefly  the  record 
of  their  rivals,  the  reporters  of  the  active  chap- 
ters of  The  Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  In  58  con- 


secutive peacetime  issues,  100  per  cent  of  Phi 
Psi  chapters  contributed  reports  in  58  issues. 
By  this  time  it's  probably  59  or  60. 

Hundred  per  cent  achievement  in  this  de- 
partment may  well  be  a  feat  that  would  require 
an  editorial  talent  for  prayer  and  fasting. 

To  make  use  of  the  fine  upon  chapters,  em- 
powered by  the  Laws  of  our  Fraternity,  for 
failure  to  submit  reports,  would  seem  to  us 
much  like  holding  a  gun  at  a  man's  liead  until 
he  does  the  job— a  downright  unbrotherly  way 
of  editing   a  magazine  for  brotherhood. 

■  The  Journal  has  a  fine  set  of  correspond- 
ents, actually.  When  we  informed  them  in 
our  regular  copy  call  that  it  would  be  nice  to 
have  the  undergraduate  chapters  100  per  cent 
represented  in  May,  they  exerted  themselves 
with  moderate  industry  and  high  conscience.  In 
some  cases  where  the  material  itself  would  not 
be  forthcoming,  the  alibis  were  of  a  fairly  high 
quality. 

While  no  reports  have  been  omitted  from 
this  issue,  a  good  many  pictures  had  to  be.  But 
most  of  these  were  snapshots  of  a  fuzzy  nature 
or  otherwise  pallid  in  quality.  Perhaps  nearly  a 
dozen  good  pictures  have  been  held  out  until 
the  next  time.  These  were  judged  to  be  some- 
what less  timely  in  character  than  the  others 
and  hence  because  the  limit  had  already  been 
reached,  they  had  to  be  held. 

We  have  reviewed  the  year's  period— the 
issues  of  September  and  November,  1951,  and 
those  of  January,  March,  and  May,  1952— the 
last-named  being  the  present  one— and  it  seems 
to  us  quite  plain  that  no  single  outstanding  job 
of  reporting  has  been  done  over  the  period. 
Lots  of  good  effort,  to  be  sure,  but  not  of  the 
caliber  established  by  several  heroic  lads  of  the 
past  who  have  demonstrated  how  good  a  good 
correspondent  to  the  Journal  can  be  when  he 
half -tries. 

Therefore  we  have  decided  against  granting 
the  special  award  for  1951-52  authorized  by 
the  last  Conclave.  This  award,  when  merited, 
is  to  be  made  on  the  basis  of  a  year's  outstand- 
ing contributions  to  the  Journal  to  the  single 
individual  in  the  chapter  who  was  responsible 
for  them.  If  anyone  who  has  labored  in  this 
direction  thinks  he  has  a  right  to  it,  he  is 
welcome  to  speak,  and  the  worth  of  his  contri- 
bution will  be  re-evaluated.  Otherwise,  the  slate 
for  the  1951-52  term  will  be  thrown  away  and 
a  new  one  set  up  for  1951-52. 

On  the  basis  of  a  single  issue,  however— the 
present  one— it  seems  to  us  that  one  man  has 
done  outstanding  work  and  hence  deserves  our
